In tha window were several National

The cars and bodies in the store 


were valued at $3.700. the Ford parts 
at S.'S.GOO and the tires at 510,000. 
It is estimated that the damage to 
these w;i- not exceed S10.000. Kor- 
runatelv the Sales company is fully 
protected by insnrance. 


In the flat immediately above the 


store, which is occupied by Mrs- II- 
T- Seeley. much damage was done by 
smoke to the furniture which is not 
covered by insurance. The other fiats 
are occupied by 15 different families. 


About *%000 damage was done to 


the building itself, which is a. part o: 
the E- H- Pardee estate, E- D. Lewis 
of this city executor. The loss is cover- 
ed by insurance.
